EWDLL WILLIAMS BANKS of

the game. His father, Wellington B. 
Banks, a Detroit dentist, was a skilful 
devotee of the pastime and began teach- 
ing Newell what he knew when the boy 
was still learning his A B O's. 


Banks was a sort of youthful prodigy, 
both at checkers and chess. When he 
was only 6and 7 years old It Was the cus- 
tom of Banks Sr. to evolve problems ter 
his son. These he gave to Newell fer 
solution, with a time limit attached. 
There was a bonus for a solution in a 
certain number of minutes, and some- 
times the bonus system was worked oui 
even to seconds. 


The amounts offered by Banks Sr. varied 
from 10 cents to $2. Of course the more 
ordinary winning was of the 10 cent 
variety, and the §2 prize came only for 
exceptionally brilliant work, for $2 will 
buy too much candy for a youngster. 
Young Banks purchased his fair share of 
candy with his checker winnings, but he 
also surprised hia dad by purchasing small 
tools, giving bent to his natural sap 
for mechanics, 


* & 

Banks was born in Detroit, Oct. 10, 1887, 
and therefore is not yet 28 yearsoM. His 
parents were American born of Scoteh- 
English descent, and perhaps from the 
Scotch strain he inherited his inclination 
toward checkers. He has one older broth- 
er, a linotype operator in Detroit, who 
alse plays checkers, but never has at- 
tained notable proficiency. 

Young Banikg attended the Webster 
Grammar school and the Detroit Western 
High school. He was compelled to give 
up his high school course in 1008 after 
three years of study because of the weak- 
ness of his eyes. During these school 
days he induiged his fondness for outdoor 
athietics, playing on several amateur 
baseball nines as center fielder and pitch- 
er, with a preference for slab work. He 
also attained sonmre fame as a distance 
runner, but never showed much in the 
dashes. He was an expert swimmer and 
a good performer with the rifle and shot- 
gun, taking part “ many target meets.

After Banks Was forced to quit school 
he gave more attention to checkers, al- 
though he already had become Michigan 
champion by defeating his daddy, a title 
which Newell later released when he went 
after big game. The cider Banks then 
claimed the honor again, keeping the af- 
fair in the family. 

It was at about this stage of his career 
that Newell learned most about the game. 
Jack McGreevy, now dead, a proofreader 
in Detroit, was his instructor. Mc- 
Greevy never was widely known because 
he did not travel far from his home, but 
he was a natural player of great ability,

Three scarecrows in khaki shambled away 
from the railway storekeeper’s office grum- 
bling.
